ure that the charges oC fraudulent practices urged against 
American Jockeys were made without any solid foundation 
and had their rise In all probability through the rumor put 
In circulation by tho envious British riders who were com- 
pletely outclassed by their more successful Yankee rivals. 
At the same tlme.'howevor, none ot the old country turf pat- 
rons have come to the front to In any way make apology 
for their hasty action in discrediting those against whom 
they entertained charges based only upon suspicion. While 
It Is natural to account for the wave of Indignation that 
the rumors occasioned it would be to tho credit of the Eng- 
lish sportsmen were he to publicly avow Ills mistaken Judg- 
ment, which was rendered and put .Into effect before the 
accused had an opportunity of showing the fallacy of the 
charges. 


The American Jockey la In many ways superior to the 


Ilrllls.h rider. 
He Is usually a follower of the turf from 


early childhood and has n thorough and Intimate knowledge 
of the horse. He Is not only an employe but Is enthusiastic In 
the science ot horse racing, and Is a general nnd not nn au- 
tomaton. 
For those reasons he Is the king of riders and 


he ban not his equal In those of any other nationality. 
If 


he Is given anything to ride that possesses speed and other 
racing qualities he will make tlie most of It. 
That Is why 


he ban surprised the English public with achievements 
which rivals ure only too prone to ascribe to unfair meth- 
ods. 
It IH easy to assert that "dope" and other such ugcn- 


clen are employed by the clever Yankee, and the public, i» 
willing to believe that the undertone of the race track Is 
favorable to trickery and unfair practices, but nothing Is 
farther from the truth. 
A dishonest race Is almost certain 


of exposure, and the penalties are too great to be worth the 
while of any Jockey or horse owner to accept the hazards. 
It means expulsion and a life-long debiirnncnt from track 
and pigskin, and the profits do not warrant the risk.

to <!o Is to admit that thty v.-ere wrong and hasty In Judg- 
ment and apolofljc aa publicly and as fully us they made 
the charges.

THE TRAGEDY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.— Further 


Information concerning the tragedy 
that attended the Intercollegiate foot- 
ball frame at Sixteenth- .and Fol.som 
streets yesterday afternoon only adds 
*to the horror ot the accident. The con- 


fusion which folowed the collapse of 
the ventilator of the central building of 
the Pacific Glass AVorks and continued 
far Into the ensu'nc night his some- 
what subsided todry, permitting a mor< 
'careful estimate of tho extent ot the 
calamity, but the rcsurvey of thu situ- 
ation brings no consolation.

Its ctact extent cannot be accuratelj 


ascertained because many of those who 
were nble to walk after tliclr fearful 
plunge went away and hove not slnim 
been heard from. 


There has been some talk of n terrible 


wrong, of guilty neglect or reprehensi- 
ble Itchlnc for gain that btought about 
the death nnd calamity of yesterday. 


One story was that some watchman ad- 


mitted boys to the premises, for n fee of 
lifty cents each: that had ho refused to 
admit them they would never ha\o been 
able to get on tho roof and so could not 
have been klllfd. Another was that tho 
building had not been properly construct- 
ed and that an Investigation would ha\o 
to be held to 11 x tho blamo for tha loss of 
llfo end Injury to limb. But there seems 


recklessness of the young stimulated b 
eagerness to witness tho contest 
from 


which lack of means excluded them wa 
responsible for tho accident.
